brig Friday night when many 
prisoners began a noisy protest 
against cold food, long delays 
awaiting 
trial 
and 
prison 


regulations, 


Eight prisoners and one guard 


were injured, none seriously, 
Gambardella said. 


The prisoners held the com- 


pound for nearly 20 hours, 
freeing 17 inmates in the maxi- 
mum 
security cellblock and 


burning the block down before 
order was temporarily restored 
Saturday night. 


The Sunday afternoon fjareup 


was over in less than two hours. 


An investigation Is under way 


to consider the prisoners' griev- 
ances and possible disciplinary 
action against suspected ring- 
leaders. 


The Marine command has re- 


fused to grant newsmen permis- 
sion to interview any of the in- 
mates or guards or to take pho- 
tographs inside or near the brig.

ation among the divided mem-' 
bers of society."

Vietnam .govern- 


ment. 


"The fundamental difference 


between myself and Sen. Mc- 
Carthy is on the imposition of a 
coalition government ... I can- 
not agree with that," Humphrey 
said. 


McCarthy was equally firm. 


He said he could see no hope 
for compromise in peace efforts 
"unless you have a willingness 
to include In a new government 
the forces that are fighting It." 
McCarthy went on: 


"He (Humphrey) Is rejecting 
... the heart of the proposal I 
have been asking. ... I don't 
see any evidence of compro- 
mise."
